The supervisors have no au- 
thority to limit the deer sea- 
son, State Senator Relph E. 
Swing advised the board, ex- 
plaining that the courts have 
ruled that this power is invest- 
ed solely in the legislature. 
Limiting of the deer hunting 
season was advanced by a 
committee which urged emer- 
gency action as a means of 
protecting the fire hazard. 

The influx of deer hunters, 
principally from Los Angeles 
County, where> an - ordinance 
was adopted prohibiting _ the 
discharge of firearms within 
the county, was cited by the 
committee as the direct cause 
of the inereased menace to the 
forests.

Without confiding his plans to anybody, a 
very busy man slipped off for his first long 
vacation. 

When he returned, an acquaintance stopped 
him on the street, staring at him in obvious 
amazement. 

‘““Why the ghastly glance?’’ exclaimed the 
man, who was feeling jovial and fit.

‘Well, if you haven’t heard anything, don’t 
say anything.”’ 

Within a week it was widely reported that: 
(1) Smith was dead. (2) He had been fired. 
(3) He had quarreled with his boss and re- 
signed. (4) He was about to be divorced. 
(5) He had disappeared with the company’s 
funds. : 

After answering thousands of phone calls 
and letters poor Smith was driven to buy 
space in the trade press, to explain that he 
contemplated no business change and that all 
rumors about him were groundless. 

Do you remember Typhoid Mary? The 
health authorities rounded her up after a long 
search. She was a walking hive of typhoid 
germs, and though not sick herself, she made 
everybody sick whom she met. 

Business is full of male Typhoid Marys. 
They are a vast and costly nuisance. Havnig 
too little to do, they wander from office to 
office, spreading germs of suspicion and fear.

Incomes Gain More Than Cost of 
Living 
According to a report soon to be issued by 
the National Bureau of Economic Research 
for the years 1909 to 1921 the average Ameri- 
can income during these years steadily in- 
creased and there seems no reason to doubt 
that it is still increasing. In 1909 the total 
incomes according to the report were $27,- 
100,000,000 and the annual total rose steadily 
until 1920 when it reached the total of $74,- 
' 158,000,000. Then followed the period of 
deflation and in 1921 the total dropped to 
$62,736,000,000. 
“‘The price changes during the more re- 
cent years of this period have been’ so vio- 
lent that comparisons of money values for 
different years tell practically nothing about 
the variations that have occurred either in 
the physical volume of business or in the 
quantity of goods that the income will buy,’’ 
_ said a statement by the bureau supplementing 
- the advance figures. : 
“Tt has been necessary, therefore, to con- 

vert many items into figures representing 
ues in money of constant purchasing pow- 
r. For this purpose, prices of the year 1913 
ve been commonly taken as a standard. 
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Five indices of prices were used by the bu- 
reau for this purpose. 

‘Phe results indicate that while the in- 
come in current dollars fluctuated widely in 
~1919, 1920 and 1921, the actual purchasing 
power has varied but slightly and for the 
thirteen years under review, the real income 


of the people has shown a practically con- | 


tinuous upward trend.”’ 

The results revealed that for the thirteen 
years under review, the hypothetical ‘‘aver- 
age person’’ had more than doubled the num- 
ber of dollars constituting his current in- 
come, and that even when this income was 
reduced to dollars of 1913 purchasing power, 
his economic position had been considerably 
improved. 

The average nominal incomes of the ‘‘gain- 
fully oceupied’’ also virtually doubled dur- 
ing the thirteen-year period, according to the 
summary. Changes in the purchasing power 
of this income, however, were much smaller 
in extent, but nevertheless the average in Te- 
cent years has been considerably higher than 
in the earlier ones, ‘‘indicating a persistent 
inerease in the economic welfare of the na- 
tion’s moneymakers.’’ a 


Ss lil 
First Duty to Obey the Laws 


Obedience to the constitution and laws of 
the country are the first duty of an American, 
says George B. Lockwood, editorially in the 
National Republic, quoting Stephen A. Doug- 
las to that effect. Mr. Lockwood continues: 

‘“We hear more about the duty of officials 
to enforce the law than of the duty of the 
citizen to observe the law. 

“Tf law breaking were confined to those 
recognized as lawless, the necessity of stress- 
ing the importance of law observance would 
not be so great. But what more than all else 
weakens the cause of law enforcement is the 
disposition of literally millions of Americans 
to disregard those laws they consider unjust 
or unwise. 

‘Disbelief in law is not unusual among 
those who disregard law. The burglar an‘ 
the murderer often believe themselves justi- 
fied; the one arguing that he is only taking 
a direct method of effecting that which many 
others accomplish by indirection, and the 
other that he has the right to avenge a wrong. 

‘‘Disbelief in a given law furnishes no jus- 
tification for breaking it. The fabric of law, 
which protects the citizen in his right of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, cannot 
be torn in one spot without affecting the 
firmness of the whole mantle of defense of 
individual rights. To leave to every indi- 
vidual the right to determine what laws he 
shall not respect and obey would be to de- 
stroy all law. 

‘‘No citizen who disregards and defies any 
law has morally the right to complain be- 
eause other citizens disregard other laws, even 
laws necessary to his own protection. There

‘‘Every infraction of law, by whomsoever 
committed, is a blow at the foundation of 
all law and order. If the example of law- 
lessness is given by the substantial citizen of 
respectable reputation, it is an invitation to 
disorderly elements, with less at stake in the 
preservation of law aud order, to imitate the 
example. 

“‘In a republic like ours the law represents 
the will of the people in action. If it does 
not represent the preponderance of public 
opinion, the means of repeal are provided un- 
der our system of government. 

‘The genuinely and intelligent patriotic 
citizens of this republic will not be found 
erying out against the laws of the land or 
engaged in breaking them, either privately 
or publicly. 

“‘The late President Harrison refused to 
follow a companion in his home city of In- 
dianapolis, who walked over a grass plot as 
e short cut to the street. He knew that one 
crossing of that bit of grass would not harm 
it. He knew, however, that if others did the 
same, a place of beauty would become an 
eyesore. His deep-seated sense of justice, and 
his habit of measuring the results of his own 
actions if imitated by others, prevented him 
from doing even so small an anti-social act. 
He was concerned with the principle involved 
in such action. 

‘‘The nation is the sum of the units which 
go to make it up. It is upon the behavior and 
the thinking of the individuals that the sta- 
bility and quality of government depends. 
Keep in mind your own responsibility. If 
every well-intentioned eitizen of the republic 
did this, good government would be a much 
more easily attained objective.”’

Mr. Cassel has been able, to 
date, to visit the British distrib- 
utors of the Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts Company and to make cer- 
tain necessary revisions in sales 
policy which have already result- 
ed in some appreciable business. 
He has canvassed the French field 
very thoroughly with the co-oper- 
ation of the United States govern- 
ment through the American com- 
mercial attache at Paris, and. has 
virtually decided on his national 
unit representative for the French 
area. He has spent some time in 
the Belgium and Holland markets 
and is at present in Berlin, where 
an uncultivated potential market 
for the commodities of the Ex- 
change Orange Products Company 
that is approximately equal to the 
British market, is about to be se- 
lected. 

Mr. Cassel hoped to be able to 
reach Austria and the Scandinay- 
ian markets before his return in 
October, but may be prevented 
from so doing by the necessary 
length of his negotiations in the 
larger European countries. : 

This year marks the close of the 
first representative year of ex- 
port activity in the British market, 
and a very satisfactory. volume of 
business has been done there. The 
company expects as a direct re- 
sult of Mr. Cassel’s trip, that the 
total volume of business may be 
trebled within the next two years 
and the establishment and» main- 
tenance of this volume will absorb 
many. times the amount of the 
small initial outlay necessary to 
attain it.

180 tons raisin grapes shipped 
raw; 300,000 tons of table 
grapes; and 350,000 tons of 
juice grapes. 

The survey for 1925 places 
the total grape aereage in Cali- 
fornia at 602,000 acres with a 
probable production of 2,048,- 
000 tons. A normal crop would 
be about 85,000 tons, it is said, 
but it is expected that  ap- 
proximately 60,000 tons will be 
shipped. Of the total acreage, 
340,000 acres are in raisin 
grapes; 125,000 in table grapes 
and 138,000 in juice grapes. 

The raisin grape business, 
according to the speaker, is in 
bad shape due to overproduc- 
tion and growers who are not 
raising 10 tons or better to the 
acre have been advised by the 
raisin association to pull their 
vines. This, it is said, will 
eliminate about 75,000 acres. 

Mr. Weller declared that the 


growing popularity of the 
Southern California grape 


should mean much to this sec- 
tion and a general increase in 
the value of grape land here- 
abouts and more extensive 
planting will, he believes, be 
the result. The speaker de- 
clared the grapes of this sec- 
tion to. be cleaner, freer from 
mildew and like ailments and 
of generally better quality 
than those produced in the 
north. 

-The grape crop now exceeds 
all other crops in California 
except hay, aceording to fig- 
ures given by Mr, Weller. The 
hay crop last. year was valued 
at  $105,000,000; grapes at 
$55,000,000; oranges at $46,- 
000,000. and lemons at $14,- 
000,000. 

San Bernardino county stood 
seventh in the state last year 
in number of grapes shipped 
with a total of 2,213 to its 
eredit. The county contains 
34,654 aeres of grapes of 
which 23,208 acres -are in 
bearing. There are 14,925 
acres of juice grapes bearing 
and 7,159 newly planted; 1646 
acres of bearing table grapes 
and 1,310 acres just planted ; 
and 6,637 acres of bearing rai- 
sin grapes and 3,007 acres 
newly planted. 

California raises two-thirds 
of all the grapes’ produced in 
the United States. Last year, 
New York City consumed 13,- 


Boston, — 3,800; Philadelphia, 
3,000; San Francisco, 2,000 ; 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland each 
about 1,500; Detroit, 1,000 and 
St. Louis, 600. The California 
crop is sufficient to supply 40 
pounds of grapes’ to every 
American citizen.

Timber losses were 
practically nil as very little of 
valuable timber lands were in- 
cluded in the 1996 acres of na- 
tional forest area and 1020 acres 
of private lands burned over dur- 
ing the season.

Record is Unusual 

The low mark of $6,500 is con-

as an unusual record, according to

Paul Houghton 
and Leo Reihsen left Saturday 
evening for Round Valley, in the 
San Jacinto Mountains, hoping to 
bring back another buck or two. 

A story to sadden the hearts of 
hunters in particular and the pub- 
lic in general was recited here by 
James Price. Price, who owns a 
ranch in the Blythe country, re 
cently spotted in Tank Canyon, 
near his place, & herd of 12 deer. 
When he returned to the spot on 
the opening day of the season, it 
was to find that others had been 
there two days before and literally 
slaughtered the herd. The party 
evidently had such a load that two 
does, which had been slaughtered, 
were left behind in the canyon.

“In this conneetion, the 
work can be enlarged to in- 
clude the study and develop- 
ment of the racing pigeon for 
messenger service, which has 
a large field of employment 
aside from military uses,’’ said 
the pigeon expert. 

Mr. Delhauer pointed out 
further that the proposed 
squab raising contest,. which 
will include the most careful 
cheeks on the cost of produe- 
tion, not only wil} aid pupils 
desiring to follow that line, 
but also will prove an invalu- 
able aid to the pigeon industry 
throughout the nation. 

The pigeon expert feels that 
while few youths will choose 
pigeoneering as their life 
work, the new course will ac- 
complish much in holding their 
interest in the :pursuit of mat- 
ters biological. It is planned 
to make the project entirely 
self-sustaining. 

Mr. Delhauer pointed out 
that the gradual extinction of 
game birds, and the growing 
demand for squab as a diet for 
children; and the sick room, 
opens a large’ and increasing 
field’ for their culture. The 
care and development of pi- 


geons are much simpler than, 


in the case of poultry, when 
the nature and habits of the 
birds are understood, he says.
